An Objectionable Cblneio Wemnii Kndeavura 
to Land in Victoria. 

The L'lnatilla arrived in port yesterday 
morning from San Kraiiei.- eo, and among 
those on board waa a t'hiiiese woman named 
Ijeuiigliaii Filing, with a. man who claiiiia 
to he her husband. The man was not dis- 
posed to land, but \> aa anxious that his 
partner should go asliore. The ciis'om 
Inniae authorities, however, objected lotlii.s. 
The cli.iracter of Leoiig (ian I'toiig is, nil- 
foi 1 iinalely for her too uell knovui here, 
h'or years she has lived an iniiiioi-fil life in 
\'ieioria, being a conspicuous character ill 
one of the Corniorniil street dives. About 
t wo yeara ago she is suid to have married, 
according to Chinese rites, a countryman of 
hers, and with him left for San Frunciaco. 
Here she was objected lo on precisely the 
.-< line grounds as are taken to tier landing 
here. Bonds were then entered into by her 
alleged husband, a writ of hahfru nir/m.^ 
i>btained, and the woman allowed to gi> 
ashore pending tbe decision of the .Supreme 
court at San Francisco. i\lter two year's 
liti;;iition the courts decided that they were 
jnstilieil in refusing to admit her into the 
country. .She was ordered to be de[)orted 
to Victoria, and, ua stated, arrivid 
here yi'aterd ly nioruing. A.s her pirtner did 
nol want to land wi;li her, Collector Milne 
refuse l to receive the woman limself. .Sev- 
eral city Mongolians at once interested 
themselves in the ease and enileavoreil lo 
seeuie Her, hut, as the Chinesi! marriage 
I'ereviony is not reeognized by lirilisli laws, 
and as there was good re.ison for supposing 
t hat I he woman w us bi (Uiglit here for im- 
moral purposes, Mr. Milne per. uiplorily re- 
fused t he tleiiiand. Ah a last resource', the 
\voiild he laislodians of the wntiein suggest- 
<al that a leg.d ii'airiigo shoul.l be cele- 
brated on bond I he steamer, which, it was 
argued, would get over .Mr. .Milne's objec- 
tion. The woman wimld then, they said, 
be lawfull}- married, and, as a lawfully mar- 
ried woman, should not longer be detained 
on board or refused a landing. However 
willing her partner was to go through tint 
ceremony, he was not inclined to live w ith 
the woman any longer. This .Mr. -Milne 
considered an attempt to evade the law, 
and declined to sanction the course. The 
haheoM rorpiui was not obtained, the marriage 
ceremony was not ])erforiiied, and, on her 
return trip, the Uu alilla takes back to San 
Francisco Leong dim Feoug.

These let- 
ters, be argued, were deceptive, hccnuso in 
some of them Harper i-poko of incomes from 
his San Fiancisco estates which he knew to 
be false. Then his letter in response to that 
of John C:anieron (asking that the fSO.OOO- 
bill be converted into notes of smaller do- 
noniinatinn) was evidently that of a man 
who could reason and reason cleverly. The 
manner in which Harper gave his instruc- 
tions was also, counsel pointed out, undoubt- 
ed evidence of sanity. In one of hia letters 
to Messrs. Allsop & Mason, Harper uskcd 
that he (counsel) should bo called with the 
view of staving off Cameron's deoreo for 
$jiO,000. Ho did not then attempt to dis-, 
pute bis liability. 

It was now 6:30, and Mr. Wilson sng- 
gostod an adjournment, which was agreed 
to. Ue will resume his address this morn- 
ing, and it is probable that the case will be 
concluded to-night.

In melancholiu there is 
no apparent cause ; there is aumc implica- 
tion of the higher faculties, and the patient 
is usually indifferent to his condition, sur- 
roundings and future progress. 

Dr. Burnet shows thai the first symptoia 
of siniplo melancholia is s'.eepfesaness. 
Another symptom of the greatest import- 
ance is a dull paiu iu the back of the neck, 
extending to the back of the head. The 
third sympcom is depression of spirits, 
accompanied by slower mental inoveineiits 
and retarded spcecii and actions.

w.uda (iruat Ihilain, the n. ecssity of te.ieli- 
ing thcni the le.<soM we have indi. aieil ni.iy 
breoine appart-nt to the i!i-itish pulilic, anil 
tliey then muy gladly receive the proposals 
made by Sir Charles Tuppor and othtr 
leading colonists. This policy is well worth 
trying, an.I it is not for Canadians to throw 
ool.l w.iier upou the augneslious that have 
been made.

' Our American neighbors seem to think that 
they are very liberal thus to rociprncate in 
trade with foreign nations, lint there is j 
one country, and lliat, too, their very bett ' 
customer, with which they not only rcfu,-e s,'„„.

Al- 
though the American duties upon British 
goods are getting higher and higher until 
some of them are absolutely prohibitory, 
British ports remain open to nearly every- 
thing that tho Americans have to sell. 
When Germany relaxes its tariff a little in 
favor of the United States, the Americans 
are wild with delight.

The decision iu the Itata ease is against 
the United States Government. It was 
found tliat the Itata was merely a merchant 
vessel, that she was being loaded with war 
material in San Diego and not lined out as 
a ship of war. Tho law of the United 
-Statea permits morohaiit ships to carry 
miiidtions of war to nalioii.s that areut war 
Willi each other or to the |)ort9 of a countiy 
in which civil war is raging, but it dois 
lint permit ships iiiteiich-d to cany on war- 
like opcralioiis ag.duot eiiher of the hel- 
ligorouts to bo built or fitted out in the 
harbors of the K public. While tho Uni- 
ted Stales' civil war was going on, guns and 
ainmuiiiiioii weie shipped from British 
ports to l„,lli the N'ortli and the .South. Xo 
e.xceplioii was taken to this Ir.ule by the 
tiovernuicnt of eitliur section of the coun- 
try. But when cruisers and rams were 
built and fitted out in British .-hipyards 
and li„rbois to light for the South and to 
prey upon the c niimeree of the North, the 
United Stalls ( lovei iinieiil imiiadjalely 
pi 0(1. ted.

It uas cuiiteml, ,1 th,.i the Itata was an 
a llied ship, anil ihaL.-lu. u us being fitted 
out to aid tlie Coiigri s^ioiial pa. ty in its 
slrugglo with Baliuacedu. lint it was 
clouily proved that ^he was not a vci-sel of 
this kind or intend' d for such a purpose, 
and the conseiinencc ia that her owners and 
the owners of In r cargo have a heavy claim 
for ilaimiges against ilie (Jovernmi nt of the 
United ,stat. s. 'I'liis will be a kiml of sel- 
olf to the claim for damages fur the injury 
done to the crew of the Baltimore by the 
mob in Valpariiifo. 

The decision of the United States Court 
is only what w is expecte I. Tho United 
Slates citizens who were aei,naiiited with 
the cireiiiiistiiiices eoiilended all along that 
the seizure of the Itata was illegal, and that 
a very thort enquiry would have cnnvincec 
tho authorities that she was nothing more 
than a merchant ship.

DIPLOMATIC RKLATIOJfS WITH CHISA. 

An agreement has been made by the Brit- 
ish government with the Chinese Minister, 
which, although it looks very innocent, is, 
nevertheless, of considerable importance, 
and is sure to lead to agitation among the 
people of Hong Kong, Chinese as well as 
British. For the first time in the history 
of the colony, the Kritish (iovernmenl 
agrees to accept and recwgni/.'; a Clanese 
consul there. 'J"be appoiulUient, however, 
is to be provisional for one year. .Strange 
fta it uiay seem, the Chiucse have not the 
right to appoint consuls at Jhiti-h (jort-'j as 
they did not provide fur this when the first 
treaties were made. In I.S70, tlioy found 
out their ndstake, anil, sought to make a 
■View convention, in which the right to ap- 
point consuls was [iu/er alia) recognized. 
•The convention was refused ratification by 
Lord Clarendon, on account of the opposi- 
tion of the British merchants In China and 
at that time objection to the appointment 
of a t'hineae consul in Hong Kong was 
made, it being ollicially declared that he 
would in reality Ije a spy on the Chinese 
nierolu'nta re.-,iiling in the colony, of whom 
tluae are very many, and that bis main 
duty Wdiil.i be ''to r.-piii I tci the i:.:nid iriiis 
of llic adjiiiniiig pruviiices the ari.iiUnt th.it 
can be extiact id f] oni the ('liiiiese m l' 
ciiant.s by tlu^ nefarious im-aiis wliich ex- 
pel ienee shows ihc-^e pnivineial lU'sp-ts 
know but too Weil liosv to iis"." It s cm-! 
that the? Cliinise mei-ebants in Hnngkong 
iisuailv come from lln' adj'diiiiig province 
where their familii s still icsiile, inid it is 
through the latter that the pi-essuii: is put 
(Ui the res'denis of the coliuiy. llouevei- 
this may be, tins order h is gone ,iul fi'mi 
the colonial ollice, that a Chimese consul is 
to be received fur a year at lett.st. It is sife 
to predict that during the year a good deal 
will be heard of the subject from the Hong- 
kong community.

tracts much attention, and if the enipc-ior 
does not alloiv the publication of these 
papers, the attitude of Bismarck will eon- 
tinue to be earnestly discussed by |iiibti- 
ciaiiH, not only in (.Jermany but throughout 
the continent. Herr Reiehter, the German 
Ldieral leader, in speaking on the subjeet, 
to (lay, said : " ft is evident that I'rince 
I'.ismarck's controvery is with the Gerui in 
emperor and not with the Strasburg paiier. 
Hence B.smiirek in subitanco declares the 
emperor ousted him from the diroetiou of 
allairs at a tiinn when his experience was of 
peculiar value, tli.it since that time the new 
director, that is the emperor, has fin-saken 
the right path, and that the conseijiieiices 
are fiaiiglil with danger. This is cold 
criticism, but the ex-chancellor goes further. 
He is- a nieniber of the Reichstag, and there 
he intends to have the mailer out. Jt is 
very diliijult to guess what purpose IMiiia 
Bismarck intends to serve by thi 
startling couive. It may be that li 
merely wishes lo justify liiinself and ti 
exact leparalion for the allront, which was 
put upon him. This simple explanation 
seems to satisfy most observers; but there 
are others who cannot help thinking it pos- 
sible that there is more behind, and that 
the purpose is to turn the policy of Ger 



many back lo its old course, and thus avert 
the danger that Rismarck forbodes. A re- 
view of German policy and its recent 
chiinges will show w hat this danger is. 
Generations of Prussian Kings have been on 
intimate terms with corresponding geneia- 
tijns nf Czars. Bismarck never fidtcred in 
his policy of alliance with Russia. The 
treaty with Austria was a makeshift, 
adopted when the Russian alliance became 
doubtful, after the Berlin congress of 1HS7. 
For a time there was u triple alliance nf the 
throe emperors, but by degrees Russia 
dropped out and Italy canio into thu combi- 
nation. Bismarck seems all along to have 
])ref(!rrcd the Russian alliance. He 
was ready to bo as Russian as possible, 
to get in or to keep it. In 1885 he 
balanced himself adroitly between Austria 
and Russia. Hence his moderating the zeal 
of both, and succeeding eventually in avert- 
ing the danger of a collision between them. 
On a famous occasion he was able to win 
biiidv the Czar by proving that cortiiiii des- 
patches which had iiiiiioyed llial potentate 
were forgeries. When iMuperor William II 
came lo the throne, the <|uestion of the rela- 
liiiiis with Russia must have been tho lirst 
and most iiiipiu'tant of all, for tlie new 
iiioiiiircb's lirst visit was to .St. I'elersbiirg. 
At lhat time the Emperor may be presumed 
to have beiMi following I'liiice Bi.-.iiiarck's 
iidviee ; but after the change of cliaiicellors 
the lirsi important act of policy was the re- 
newal of llie triple alliance willi .-Vusti ia and 
Italy. This was aiiiitluu' step away from 
Bus ,ia. The temptation is strong to siiiipose 
thai I'liiice Bismarck would have preferred 
t be restoration of intiiiiate relations with 
the Czar, and that the change that be de- 
]dores was tho widening instead of filling 
up of the breach with Russia. The evi- 
dence wdiicli would most decisively conlirm 
this conjecture would of course l;e that of 
the ICmperor. 'I'lie Kaiser can hardly be 
expected to reply to Bismarck, yet be makes 
many spoeelies, some of wdiicli hardly carry 
upon their face a sullicieiit ex)ilana'.ioii of 
tlieir tenor.

The 
hearots were at a loss to understand why it 
was thought neccssiiry to reiterate this state- 
ment, since no one had ventured to deny the 
solidity of tho alliance. If, however, we 
suppose that the " unshakeablencss " of the 
alliance dates in the Emperor's mind from 
the breach with Bismarck, and is contrary 
to Bismarck's view of policy, the Emperor's 
enipb.ilic ihclaration becoiues inUdbgible. 
The s|i. eclit s and messages beai the i|ipear- 
aiue of replies to a criticism, w bieli he feels 
rather than he bears. 'I'lic same apjdiis to 
the hanperor's wonderfully positive di clara- 
lion lhat at any sicrilice (ieriii uiy will re- 
t nil iXIs.iCi' and Loiaiiie. This iiiiiioiiiiee- 
iiienl is sc.iicely iiitelligilile except on some 
siirli f iippo^ition. Bismarck lias diaclaimcd 
respim^iliility for tho annexation of Metz, 
and IS sospected of desiring a reconciliation 
with France."

He Speaks on Many Interestinfi: Sub- 
ject!), and is Full of Hope for 
the Province. 



Tlie New B ('• Loan— How tlie Coun-

Old Victorians- 



Yesterday, Hon. .1. H. Turner returned 
to Victoria fimn I'^iulaiul after an absence 
(if some nemlhs, and lie was t<'en soon after 
his ari'i\al hy a ('ih.omst i epi e-ei, t ril i\ e, 
with whom he had an iiid l esl.ilig conver- 
sation. Mr. Turner i-, |u i S'liu-vlly much im- 
proved in health hy his tii|), and looks 
younger than ever. 

He says that, when h« reached England, 
and as soon as it was circulated in the daily 
press lhioii'.^hout the country that, 'no was 
in the country, he was the lecipii'Ol of a 
very lar;;e numl.cr i f le'.ieis fiom all p u tn 
of the liiilibh Isles, asking 'lim for delinito 
information about various I rades in Ki!ti>-h 
("oluiubia, and thy Opporluiiitii s for i-.ivest- 
nient and labor liere, Iu addition to this, 
the Finance Minister had n.any hniulriMis of 
intervi'iws with private indfviduals at the 
olliee of the Agcut-General tor the I'l evince, 
and, he says, lie was sorry to see that the 
greater number of those he communicated 
with were not of a cla^s who would make 
desirable cniigriil^ts, being clerks and men 
used to very ligh't evty occupations 

There is no daiB''ot whatever in Mr. Tur- 
ner's mind, tb;at during the past few years, 
ttniiiUs to the various publications that have 
been issued from time to time, British Col- 
uniVda has become far better kno\^ n in I^'ng- 
land than it usmi to he, and in sever. .1 local- 
ities he met people who possissid ,i gieat 
deal of inforioation on the suhject. 

Itis pi iinary ol'jecl was, of course, the 
lloating of the provincial loan of i;-J(jl),Ollll, 
and on le.Kching London he cmscd to he 
advertised in "Kdiiilnii j;h, (iIabj,'ow, \'oik, 
Leeds, liirmingham, .Manchester and all 
the other hii'L,'e cenln s the f.ict lh.it 1 he 
loan was on the market. Al the tiioe, N..W 
South W ah s hial lloaled a loan and met 
wiih a reliuir, and, he.'-idcs this, the Do- 
minion of Canada hail also he'.-n r*i'ti\ed 
unfavoialily when the g ■veriiiiient appli d 
for a monetary advance. .N'otwithstandiiig 
this, and the shaky coiiditioii of coionnti 
seeiiritiis s_'eni'ialy. .Mr. Tnimr u .is 
advised to pl,u;e tin: loan, niuie p.ii lieii- 
liiily as llritish Coluiiilii.i was a 
lieW bnrl ower. The a.lvice wiis laken and 
the result v,-:is ihal vi-ry ;.;i-eet sue.'e-s 
atleiided the operation. A\ liisl ii. u .is 
hard work, but ;{radually it was found lli.it 
the province, instead of wanting the money, 
like many of the older provinces and 
colonies, for the purpose of w ipin;^ olT old 
scores, it would lie put towards the fiii tin r 
develupment of the country, and capitalists 
at once saw that by subici iliing to the loan 
I hey woubl be helping to build up the pro- 
vince, and thus advance the value of their 
security. Besides, the Finance Minister 
took a good deal of trouble to impress on 
them the f lel of our wealth and resoiuces.

On llie list of Cidonies and rrovinces of 
tJrcat Britain, lirilish Co'iimhia, as a 
borrower, occupies the position of fifth, and 
considering the s ze of the country, and the 
coinpurhtive (d)seiirity il has only lately 
risen out of, the re.sull is woiideiful. 

Mr. Turner is a keen observer of men 
and ibir.gs, and returns from his trip with 
a lai ge fund of news about what he S'lw. 
His principal slopping places were London, 
I'Idiiiburgh and Ulusgow, and wdiilo in .Scot- 
land bo visited the Forth bridge with Mr. 
Vates. He describes it aa the most magni- 
lieuiit piece of work he has ever seen, ami 
Hays that it is a marvel of engii.eei ing 
Cleverness and audacity. .Standing hefoie 
il and locking up al thi' f,'n'at mass of iron, 
lhesii;lil is iii'i.it ^lanil and lliipreHsive. 
riioiisanils of vihilors go lo the river every 
day ll) giizo on it, and everywhere it is 
looked on as the engineering triumph of ihe 
ntury. 

Another griiiid piece of engineering is the 
railway tunnel thai ruuH from Livei'iiool to 
liirkeiiheiul, under the .Mersey. This work 
has 1)1 en done very (luielly, liul is, nolwitli- 
staiiding a wonderful perloriiuince. " We 
walked into an apariment," said Mr. 
Turner," capable of holding 1")0 people, and 
looking exactly like a railway wailing room, 
when 1 noticed, to my surprise, that we 
were rapidly deHcondiiig, and, uftar a ipiick 
Irop of some biiiidreds of feet, we were 
brought up alongside a railway train in the 
tunnel. Wo were trnnsfoi red hy a sliding 
lift to the train, which steamed at a rapid 
pace under the enormous docks ond great 
mass of shipping, and iu a few minutes bad 



whisked us tlirinigh to the other side ol the 
river. 

" 1 mel one day Caplaiii Sir William 
\Viseinan, who cominaiicU the line-of-hattic 
shi]) " Inimortalile." He inviled ine 
ahoaid the ship on the occasion of 
the great Ficnh a. id Ki-jtisb naval 
ri'vitw, and I, of coiii se, jumped at the invi- 
tation, anil suhseipiently enjoyed a splendid 
view of the w hole proeeediims. They were 
most impDsing. On niy way down to the 
review, after I lefl the tiain, I pas.sed three 
bluejackelK, and heard one of ihem remark 
to ins ti iends, " Say, that cove lives on the 
KMluinialt road." Astonished, I turned 
rounil and n.sked what they knew about the 
Ksi|nimalt road. Then they told nie that 
they had been out here iu the Triiiiiiph, 
and that they had often seen me walking 
and riding down home in the evening on my 
way from town. 

" I found London greatly altered ami 
iniprovcj. .Seven Dials is sweot. away 
and fine broad slr^ei., nave t.iken'ibe plac-^ 
of that district, Ttniple Bar h„s gone, loo. 
r^be, atreelj! a.ie moic crowded t iiaii ever, 
I hut are kept beaulifully clean, and owin^' 
j to thVs strict rules governim; tratli.j very 
j liUle inconvenience is met with. London 
I is f.ir and away the inetropdis of the world 
in every sense of the woid. 

" I'ai Hell's death created very L'reat ex- 
citement in r.ondou, hill the I )iirdanelles 
idl'.iir I found far more talked of in Now 
York than in Lonilou. It wasn't half as 
serious as was imagined, ami people home 
Irniihled their beads very little ahout it. 

" The Imperial Institute building, which 
is to cniiiaiii u permanent exhibition of all 
c iloni.il possessions, will be, when com- 
pleted, next April, one of the hundaoinest 
buildings in Loodnn. Two stories arc now 
completed, and already the structure looks 
most imposing. For the purpose ot being 
represented there we have a vote of f.'i.OOt) 
on onr estimates, and I cannot impress too 
strongly on those who have the 
intensts of the province at heart 
ihe iieces.sity of b.iviiig the best 
collection of exhihits that can imssil)!y be 
hroiii^ht tO'j.'tlicr. The jilaee will be a 
meeting hall for all cohmists. Then- will 
he tiles of every colonial paper |iiihlished, 
and all the other colonies are g"in;,' in for 
the thing vi-ry thrill. u-hly. ll would he a
